Germany’s Top Communist 


Calls On Western Allies 


To Get’ out Of Area

BERLIN, Aug. 26—Howling, Com- 
munlat-led dem onstrators sm ashed 
through police lines and stormed 
into Berlin’* City Hall today. 
Communist leaders shouted a det* 
mand for “an end to this bankrupt 
city government”. 
They called for 
formation of a “new, democratio 
administration In Berlin which will 
work hand In hand with th# great 
Soviet Union and the countries of 
eastern Europe”. 
Police reserve* were called ap 
to handle the crowd, estim ated at 
more than 10,000. 
The pro-Reds forced their way 
through a police line, led by men 
who shouted: 
“Down with the capitalists!" 
“Down with the splitters!" 
Session Called Off 
After bursting Into the bulldki*, 
In the Soviet sector of the city, 
they rushed upstairs to th* city 
assem bly chambers. 
The city parliament had been 
scheduled to m eet this afternoon, 
but called off the session when 
the threat* of Communist demon­ 
stration* became known. 
Red banners carried th* word*: 
"One administration, ona curren­ 
cy,” “We want potatoes," "Down 
with the enem ies of the worker*,’* 
“Down with the agents of monopoly 
capitalism." 
The parliament, 
(council), p r e 
dominantly 
anti-Communlst, 
had 
been scheduled to vote on a resolu­ 
tion to send a Berlin delegation to 
western Germany’! "constitutional 
assembly". Th* postponement was 
proposed by Rociallst-Leader Fraus 
Neumann and wa# approved by th* 
parliament'* nine-man senior com­ 
mittee.

' p H E Russian order to clos# the. United Stales 
* 
consulate in Vladivostok Isn’t a development 
of great Importance. The consulate has had little 
to do. 
By closing their New York and San Francisco 
consulates, the Russians will be greater losers. 
Russian government representatives In this coun­ 
try have been assiduous Information gatherers 
and enthusiastic p r o s e ly te s for communism. They 
have taken advantage of the freedom granted to 
all in the United States. The number of Russian 
government representatives has been vastly out 
of proportion to the. number of United States 
representatives In Russia. 
This isn t the first time the United States has 
had consulate trouble. In the summer of 1940, 
the House un-American activities committee re­ 
ceived evidence that Herman and Italian consular 
officials were carrying on propaganda activities 
No action came until a year later, when the Slate 
Department ordered the consulates closed. The 
Axis countries retaliated. 
By its very nature, 
consular and 
diplomatic 
representatives 
some 
times comes close to espionage. In view of the 
present state of Russian-Ameriran relations, the 
United States will he better off without official 
beachheads for the Kremlin.

Informs World Council That 


Movement Gains Force 


In American Pulpits 


B r Th* A acoria ted Pre** 
AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands, 
Aug. 26—The growing movement 
for world-wide Christian unity will 
h are the support of a m ajority of 
American churches, a U. S. church­ 
man declared today. 
There is "rising concern for co­ 
operation and ecumenical (world­ 
wide) 
fellowship” 
in 
American 
churches today, said Rev. Dr. Sam­ 
uel McCrea Cavort of New York, 
during a visitors’ conference in 
conjunction with the assembly of 
the World Council of Churches. 
“That this concern 
for 
unity 
should exist and be gaining in 
strength is all the more rem ark­ 
able in view of our historic em­ 
phasis for freedom and diversity,” 
said Dr. Cavert, who is general 
secretary of the Federal Council 
of Churches of C hrist in America 
and a consultant a t the World 
Council of Churches. 
Calls Outlook Good 
H e said that although there are 
church groups in the United States 
In which the sectarian spirit is 
marked, the outlook for a world 
church has begun to capture the 
Imagination and loyalty In most 
American churches. 
"Although the United States has 
been the scene of the greatest 
variety of Christian bodies,” Dr. 
Cavert continued, "it has been a 
pioneer in 
interchurch co-opera­ 
tion. Perhaps the very fact of mul­ 
tiplicity of denominations has com­ 
pelled us to give more attention 
to offssetting the handicaps of a 
gravely-divided state. 
"Aa our earlier American exper­ 
ience stressed the Importance of 
Christian 
individuality, 
so 
our 
m ore recent experience stresses 
the Importance of a Christian com­ 
munity. We seek a higher synthe­ 
sis, in which we treasure freedom 
no less than before, but in which 
we use our freedom to choose not 
separateness but unity among all 
the people of God." 
Catholics Not Represented 
He said there is a new apprecia­ 
tion of the church and less empha­ 
sis on churches. 
N either the Roman Catholic nor 
the Russian churches are represent­ 
ed here, nor ere the Southern Bep­ 
e lt 
Convention 
of 
the 
United 
States and the Missouri synod of 
the Lutheran Church. 
The world council itself contin- 
«ed secret deliberations 
on the 
C hristian stand toward such con­ 
troversial questions as communism, 
pacifism and Palestine. 
The assembly wee divided into 
four separate sections for these 
dellberetions. 
The 
sections 
will 
prepare reports which will be con 
eidered at a later plenary session 
of the full assembly. The assembly 
session will continue through Sept.

DETROIT, Aug. 26—A lot of new 
pow er plants 
will be introduced, 
with the 1949 model autom obiles argum ents for th eir cars 
due late this year and early in 
Unofficial estim ates of 
he u 
'filled order backlog still range as 
high as six million. 
T his is de- 
January. 
M ost of them will be of higher 
horsepow er rating and increased 
com pression ratio, but the Am eri­ 
can m otorist still will have to wait 
for th e vastly-im proved 
gasoline 
m ileage he has been expecting over 
th e last decade or more. 
Offering th e best prospect for 
increased m ileage rig h t now is the 
new K ettering engine, designed by 
C harles F. K ettering, G eneral Mo­ 
tors engineering consultant. Modi 
fications of it are scheduled to ap 
pear in several of the forthcom ing 
1949 model G.M. cars, especially 
th e Oldsm obile and Cadillac. 
In announcing the' result of test 
w ith the new engine m ore than a 
year ago, Mr. K ettering said it 
would cut the m otorist's annual 
fuel bill by one-third. H e had ref­ 
erence to a power plant with a 
12.5-to-l com pression 
ratio. 
The 
high-quality fuel required for such 
an engine is not commonly avail­ 
able and cannot be m ade so w ith­ 
out a huge outlay by the petroleum 
industry. 
Thus, power plants with 8-to-l 
com pression ratios are m ore likely 
for 1949 model cars. 
It has been 
dem onstrated 
these engines 
will 
perform satisfactorily on presently 
available prem ium gasolines and 
yield slightly g reater m ileage. But 
the tim e when the right kind of 
gasoline will he everyw here avail­ 
able for th e 12.5-to-l ratio engines 
still is several years away. 
Com pressiun ratio is the volume 
of space devoted to piston travel 
in relation to the space into which 
gas is com pressed in th e cylinder 
head when th e piston is at th e top 
of IU com pression stroke. 
B ut th ere is a lot m ore to in­ 
creasing 
the 
com pression 
ratio 
th an cutting down th e size of the 
com bustion cham ber. 
The entire 
engine block m ust be constructed 
to w ithstand th e stre ss th a t in­ 
creases rapidly as the com pression 
ratio rises. 
A side from 
the 
im proved 
en­ 
gines, m echanical changes probably 
will not be many. 
Some brake 
m echanism s are being redesigned 
to give quicker and easier action, 
as well as longer life. 
T here will n ot be as m any new 
autom atic transm issions as seemed 


spite the production since the w ar 
of m ore than eight million cars. 
Of course a lot of duplications 
are included in th e backlog. 
But 
even if a third of the orders fall 
in th at class, th e rem ainder rep­ 
resents m ore cars th an the fac­ 
tories a re likely to be building in 
the next 12 m onths.
